SUBJECT: INTER-AMERICAN HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION - LITERACY 
REQUIREMENT FOR CITIZENSHIP 

TITLE X, CHAPTER I, ARTICLE 124 OF DEGREE LAW 941, DATED OCTOBER 
13, 1969, "STATUTE ON FOREIGNERS", REQUIRES THAT APPLICANTS FOR 
NATURALIZATION MUST "READ AND WRITE THE PORTUGUESE LANGUAGE, 
CONSIDERING THE CONDITION OF THE PERSON BEING NATURALIZED". 
EXCEPTION IS THEN MADE FOR PORTUGUESE CITIZENS. 

ARTICLE 133 SAYS "... THE PERSON NATURALIZING .... SHOULD: 

I - DEMONSTRATE THAT HE KNOWS HOW TO READ AND WRITE THE PORTUGUESE 
LANGUAGE, ACCORDING TO HIS CONDITION, BY THE READING OF PASSAGES 
OF THE FEDERAL CONSTITUTION ...." AGAIN, PORTUGUESE ARE 
EXCLUDED FROM THIS REQUIREMENTS. 

ALSO EXCUSED FROM PRESENTING PROOF OF LITERACY ARE THOSE PERSONS 
WHO ARRIVED IN BRAZIL BEFORE THEIR FIFTH BIRTHDAY AND REQUEST 
NATURALIZATION WITHIN TWO YEARS OF REACHING THE AGE OF 
MAJORITY AND THOSE PERSONS WHO ARRIVED IN BRAZIL BEFORE 
REACHING THE AGE OF MAJORITY, WHO COMPLETE COURSE OF HIGHER 
EDUCATION IN A NATIONAL INSTITUTE OF LEARNING. AND WHO APPLY 
FOR NATURALIZATION UP TO ONE YEAR AFTER GRADUATION. THE ABOVE 
PROVISIONS ARE CONFIRMED IN DEGREE 66-689, JUNE 11, 1970, 

REGULATIONS FOR THE STATUTE ON FOREIGNERS. 

AS FAR AS OUR RESEARCH SHOWS, NO OTHER LAWS BEAR ON THIS 
ISSUE.
